times more groſly to ſteal from others: 
Agur prayed God to feed him with bread 
convenient ;, leſt, ſaith he, 7 be poor and ſteal, 
and take the name of my God in vain, Prov.

However, it.makes men greedy of filth 
lucre, that they might ſtill have wherewith 
to riot, and ſpend upon their luſts. ' As the 
Lord faith of 1ſraels Watch-men in former 
times : they are all greedy dogs, which can never 
have enough which hw not to be ſatisfied —t 
all look to their own way, every one for bis gain 
from his quarter : Come ye, ſay they, I will 
forch Wine, aud we will fill oar ſelves with 
Prong drink; and to morrow ſhall be as this day, 
and much more abundant, Va.
